Gov. Quinn speaks before 
signing a measure to 
legalize gay marriage.

Gov. Quinn on Wednesday put his signa- 
ture on a historic measure making Illinois 
the i6th state to allow same-sex marriage, 
capping a 40 -year push for gay rights that 
picked up major momentum during the 
past decade. 

Playing master of ceremonies during an 
hourlong event, the re-election-seeking 
Democratic governor slowly signed the bill 
with 100 pens that quickly became sou- 
venirs. He did so at a desk shipped from 
Springfield that the administration said 
President Abraham Lincoln used to write 
his first inaugural address in 1861 — a speech 
on the cusp of the Civil War that called on 
Americans to heed “the better angels of our 
nature.” 

But it was another Lincoln speech that 


Quinn referenced as he spoke to about 
2,300 supporters gathered at the University 
of Illinois at Chicago. 

“In the very beginning of the Gettysburg 
Address, President Abraham Lincoln of Il- 
linois said that our nation was conceived 
in liberty. And he said it’s dedicated to the 
proposition that all men are created equal, 
and that’s really what we’re celebrating to- 
day,” he said. “It’s a triumph of democracy” 

Signs were banned for security reasons, 
but attendees shared celebratory kisses and 
waved miniature rainbow flags featuring the 
outline of Illinois. 

Still, support for same-sex marriage is far 
from universal in Illinois. As politicians talk- 
ed up the merits of gay marriage in Chicago, 
down in Springfield, a crowd gathered for 
an exorcism by the local Catholic bishop in 


EARLIER WEDDINGS? 

The June 1 start date could be moved 
up under a measure backed by Sen. Don 
Harmon, a Democrat from Oak Park. If 
that bill is passed, gay marriage would 
go into effect immediately upon Quinn’s 
signature. The measure could be called 
for a vote when lawmakers return to 
Springfield in the new year, though they 
face a light legislative schedule before the 
March 18 primary election. 


protest of the governor’s action. 

“It is not the church that must change 
to confirm its teachings to the views of the 
world, but it is each individual who is called 
to be configured to Christ,” said Bishop 
Thomas Paprocki during a service delivered 
mostly in Latin. 


The new law changes the definition of 
marriage in Illinois from an act between 
a man and a woman to one between two 
people. Civil unions could be converted to 
marriages within a year of the law going on 
the books. Approximately 6,500 applica- 
tions for civil unions have been filed since 
2011, with about 4,000 originating in Cook 
County. 

As it stands, the bill won’t take effect un- 
til June I, which is when the first marriage 
ceremonies could take place. That date falls 
on a Sunday, but officials with Cook County 
Clerk David Orr’s office said they will be 
ready for what they expect to be a huge de- 
mand. That includes the possibility of pro- 
viding special waivers so couples don’t have 
to wait until the day after receiving wedding 
licenses before they can be married.

A fast, firm thrill ride 


The end credits for 
‘The Hunger Games: 
Catching Fire” roll to 
the tune of ‘Atlas,” 
a new track: from 
Coldpla}^ This does 
not match. 

While the song 
practically tells your 
heart, “Continue at 
regular speed or per- 
haps nap,” director 
Francis Lawrence’s 
(“I Am Legend”) 
adaptation of the sec- 
ond book: in Suzanne Collins’ addictive series 
reminds us that a 146 -minute movie can be 
streamlined and deadly urgent. “Catching 
Fire” isn’t a bull’s-eye, but its arrow never 
wavers. 

Since Katniss (Jennifer “Totally Awesome” 
Lawrence) and Peeta (Josh Hutcherson) won 
the 74th annual Hunger Games, their lives 
haven’t been daylong parades and late nights 
drinJcing out of trophies. He’s unhappy that 
Katniss’ affection exists largely on camera; 
she must endure a house call from President 
Snow (Donald Sutherland), who will Icill the 
teen heroine if her defiance further moti- 
vates the districts of Panem to rise up against

the Capitol. When one man shows support 
during a speech from the victors, it sparks a 
communitywide demonstration. It also gets 
the guy a bullet to the head. 

On the plus side, schoolgirls everywhere 
are braiding their hair like Katniss, but it’s 
easier to own a trend when you’re being 
honored for something other than killing the 
teens who tried to kill you. Unless I missed 
that episode of “Friends.” 

The duo isn’t happy to hear that the 75th 
fight-to-the-death competition will feature 
24 previous victors, which means Katniss 
again separates herself from pal/hunting 
partner/new kissing buddy Gale (Liam Hem- 
sworth). It also forces her, after being styled 
by tastemaker Cinna (Lenny Kravitz) and 
tolerating Games host Caesar Flickerman (a 
hilarious, tan, toothy Stanley Tucci), to hope 
her archery skills and new allies (including 
Sam Claflin as golden god Finnick) can keep 
her alive long enough to save Peeta. There’s 
also an enemy with teeth fashioned into 
fangs and a violent arena mysteriously split 
into equal sections. 


Where director Gary Ross fumbled the 
action in the otherwise solid “The Hunger 
Games,” Francis Lawrence turns up the 
intensity “Catching Fire” is about fear versus 
hope, and these elevated, adjusted Games en- 
sure the former while the brewing revolution 
with Katniss as unknowing leader constitutes 
the latter. If only the film didn’t often feel 
rushed, diminishing tension both in the are- 
na and off the field, where Elizabeth Banks’ 
Effie looks even more like the head of Lady 
Gaga’s entourage. Katniss seems to have 
been sweating only a few minutes before 
complaining of dehydration and receiving 
Haymitch’s (Woody Harrelson) clue about 
where to find water. A quick-moving story 
can be great, but not at the cost of nuance. 

The PG-13-rated film of course can’t 
emphasize the book’s brutality or nudity— 
Jena Malone, cast as Johanna Mason for her 
initials rather than her appearance, seems 
like a crazy nudist when stripping in an eleva- 
tor, not a drop-dead gorgeous manipulator. 
No major harm done. “Catching Eire” better 
captures the darkness perpetuated by the 
Hunger Games, and Philip Seymour Hoff- 
man effectively steps in for Wes Bentley as 
the head Gamemaker. Movie fans will enjoy; 
supporters of ridiculous beards will be disap- 
pointed.

“I can fix all of them,’’ promises 
the owner of Kell’s Shoe Repair in 
Buena Park, who simply goes by 
Kell. But for cheaper shoes, the 
price to repair could be half or 
more than the initial cost. Still, 
that doesn’t stop everyone. 

Kell showed off boots with a 
wedge heel that had ripped 
completely away. Even 
though the customer had 
initially paid $60 for them, she 
was willing to fork over $36 for 


the repair, because she liked them. 
“It’s a lot of work,’’ Kell said. 

• WATERPROOFING 

Definitely waterproof your boots, 
Kell says. His main piece of advice 
is to invest in quality pieces and 
then take care of them. If you’re 
spending the money on expensive 
boots, shell out a little extra for sim- 
ple protections like waterproofing.

Beginning Tuesday, Muggles can choose 
from stamps featuring Harry Potter (Dan- 
iel Radcliffe), Hermione Granger (Emma 
Watson) and Ron Weasley (Rupert Grint) 
as well as other heroes and villains from the 
wizarding world. 

Hogwarts hopefuls might be rejoicing 
that the boy wizard has been immortalized 
on a “forever” stamp (stamps that aren’t 
assigned a specific cent value and still can 
be used if postage prices increase), but not 
everyone is happy about the “Harry Potter” 
stamps. 

Some members of the Citizens’ Stamp 
Advisory Committee, which for 56 years 
has researched and recommended subjects 
for new stamps, are upset after the Postal 
Service bypassed that panel in its decision 
to run 100 million Potter stamps, the Wash- 
ington Post reports. 

“Harry Potter is not American. It’s for- 
eign, and it’s so blatantly commercial it’s off

the charts,” said John Hotchner, a former 
president of the American Philatelic So- 
ciety, who served on the committee for 12 
years until 2010. “The Postal Service knows 
what will sell, but that’s not what stamps 
ought to be about. Things that don’t sell so 
well are part of the American story.” 

But after declining revenue as Americans 
switch to the Internet, the USPS “needs 
to change its focus toward stamps that are 
more commercial,” Postmaster General 
Patrick R. Donahoe told the Post.
